British Recognition of Washington 


as Hnl> of International Affair*. 
: 


Washington is in mourning; in Lon- 


don not a bell has tolled. Yet America 
has only lost a friend, England a. most 
successful embassador and a valuable 
public servant. We are not a diplomat- 
ic people. The bonds of sentiment 
•which loosely bind Great Britain and 
the United States togethw h;ue a lirm- 
er hold the other side of the Atlantic 
than they have on. this. For private 
reasons no doubt President Roosevelt 
and the official -world of Washington 
desire to show exceptional respect for 
the memory of the late Lord Paunce- 
fote, says the London Truth. But good 
•will for England makes them specially 
anxious to give public expression to the 
grief caused by his death. 


Perhaps the thought may be more 


clearly conveyed by reducing it to 
pounds, shillings and pence. There is a 
new factor in European polities', "it is 
America. More particularly is thiViie-sv 
factor important in the calculations of 
the British empire.. The development 
of the United States has shifted, for 
Great Britain certainly, the diplomatic 
center from Par^ to Washington, but 
our government altogether ignores the 
altered situation. The following table 
of salaries paid to our diplomatic rep- 
resentatives is instructive:-

cinnati is one of the best locations in 
this country for a large automob'ile 
factory. If this machine now being 
built for me should prove the success 
I expect of it it is very probable that 
a large automobile factory will be 
erected in this city, where every part 
of the vehicles will be made under one 
roof."

This new machine is built with the 


object of making it the strongest, finest 
and fastest racing automobile in the 
world. The vehicle is being built to 
make eighty miles an hour on a racing 
track and from thirty-five to forty 
miles an hour touring over tbe coun- 
try.The automobile will be 12 feet in 
length, 5 feet 8 inches wide and 26% 
inches from the ground, this being 
much lower than tbe racer operated by 
Fournier, the noted French chauffeur. 
It is being erected to cut the air. The 
engine base will be of aluminium 
mixed with a certain quantity of alloy. 
An aluminium box casting for tbe en- 
gine has been made by a Cincinnati 
firm that is the largest aluminium cast- 
ing ever made in the United States, 
being 32 by 20 by 12 inches and weighs 
eighty pounds. The same casting in 
iron would have weighed 400 pounds. 
Every part of the automobile except 
the carbonizer is being made in Cincin- 
nati. 
There will be a twenty-four gallon 


tank of gasoline. It will take one gal- 
lon of gasoline for every twenty-five 
miles. The whole machine when tour- 
ing will weigh 2,250 pounds and 2,000 
pounds -when racing. The maximum 
strength will be forty-eight horsepow- 
er. All the running'section of the ma- 
chine will be inclosed in a dust proof 
aluminium case which will be three 
parts filled with the finest lubricating 
oil, tbe intention of Mr. Wilbern being 
to see how many miles this automobile 
will run without the machinery getting 
out~of order.

the machine will be positively noise- 
less. Mr. Wilbern decided to have this 
"one boss shay" built as the result of 
an accident. He was out riding in his 
small automobile a few weeks ago, ac- 
companied by Miss Eleanora Hosea of 
Mount Auburn. The two front wheels 
broke off, throwing Miss Hosea and 
Mr. Wilbern out of the vehicle. Miss 
Hosea was slightly injured at tbe time, 
and "the automobile came near feeing 
made into old scrap iron by a street 
car.
